Remarkable Occurrences. 

Mount Vefuvius, in Italy, threw out fuch 
a guantity of flame and fmoke, that the air 
was darkened, and the cities of Pompeia and 
ae MMerculaneum were overwhelmed with the 
‘ \ burning lava, A. D. 79; (Herculaneum was 
Lf difcovered in 1737, and -feveral curiofities 
a4 have been dug up from time to time fince 
re that period.) 
de : A column of fire appeared in the air, at 
Va Rome, for 30 days, 390. 

The country of Paleftine was infefted with 
fuch fwarms of locufts, that they darkened 
the air ; and after having devoured the fruits 
of the earth, afterwards died, and caufed fuch 
a {tench as occafioned a peftilental fever, 406, 

In the month of Auguft 873, fuch a pro- 
digious fwarm of large grafl-hoppers fettled 
upon the lands of France, thatin one night 
they devoured every thing green, even to the 
leaves and bark of young trees ; they died 
foon after, and their ftench caufed a pettilen- 


tial fever. 
A prodigious number of f{nakes formed 
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themfelves into bodies, ina plain, near Tour- 


that one of the parties was almoft deftroyed, 
andthe other was afterwards deftroyed by the 
peafants, 1059. | 

At Oxenhall, near Darlington, England, 
the earth fuddenly rofe to an eminence re- 
fembling a mountain, and remained fo for 
feveral hours, when it fuddenly funk in, with 
a tremendous noife, 1:79. 

Gulen river in Norway, buried itfelf under 
ground, 1344, but burft out foon after, and 
deftroyed 250 perfons, with feveral churches, 
houfes, &c. 

Markeley: hill, near Hereford, England, 
was moved from its fituation, Feb. 17, 1751, 
and continued its motion for three days, du- 
ring which time it carried along with it the 
trees, hedges, and cattle on its furface, and in 
other refpects did much damage. | 

In 1583,a fimilar prodigy happened in Dor- 
eetfhire, England, when a field of 3 acres, 
withthe trees and fences, moved from thence, 
paffed over another field, and fettled at the 
diftance of-fome miles from Its original fta. 
tion. : 

In 1694, there vas a remarkable eruption 
of mount Vefuvious, in Itily, which contine- 
ed near a month, when burning matter was 
thrown out with fo peer force; that fome of 


itiell atthirty miles diftance, and a-valt qian. 
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tity of melted minerals, mixed with other 
matter, ran down likea river forthree miles, 
carrying every thing before it which lay in its 


- way. 


Borge, a feat near Frederickftadt, in Nor- 
way, funk into an abifs of an hundred fathoms 
deep, which inftantly became a lake. By 
‘ thisoccurrence fourteen perfons were drown- © 
ed, and 240 head of cattle, 1702. 

Solway mofs, near Carlifle, in England, be- 
gan to fwell, owing to heavy rains, and up- 
wards of 400 acres of it rofe to fuch a height 
above the level of the ground, that at laft it 
rolled forwards like a torrent, and continued 
its courfe above a mile, obi along with 
it houfes, trees, and every thing in its way ; 
it then divided into iflands of different extent, 
from one to ten feet, upon which were found 
hares, wild fowl, &c. It covered nearly 
600 acres at Netherly, the place to which it 
moved, and in its progrefs deftroyed 30 {mall 
village . Itcontinued its motion from fat. 
urday to wedhefday, Dec. 34, 1771. :

October 16, 1784.

The number of inhabitants of a country is 
almoft renewed every thirty years, and in an: 
age the human race is rene wed three and one 
third times. | 

If we allow three generations to an age 3. & 
fuppofing the world is only 5700 years old, 
there would be 171 generations fince the cre- 
ation, 124 fince the deluge, and §8 fince the - 
chriftian era ; and fince there is not a houfe 
which can prove its origin even the length of 
Charlemange, it fellows that the moit an. 
cient families are not able to trace their ori. 
gin farther back than thirty generations ; 
there are even very few who ¢an trace fo fur 
without diving into fiction. But what fignie 
fies a thoufand years of illuitration to 4800 
of obfcurity. 

Out of tooo infants who are nurfed by the 
mother about three hundred die; of the 
fame number committed to ftrange nurfes, 
five hundred perifh. 

Among 115 deaths there may be reconed 
one woman in child-bed, but onl y one out of 
400 dies in labor. ‘ 

The fmall pox, in the natural way ufually if 
carries off eight out of a hundred, j 

By inoculation, one dies nearly out of 300, 

By the vaccine inoculation, not one. 

It is obferved that more gir!s than boys 
die of the fmall-pox in the natural way. 
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From calculation founded on the bills of 
mortality, there is only one out of three chou- 
fand one hundred and twentyfix who reach 
the age of one hundred. 

More people live to a great age in elevated 
fituations than thofe that are lower. 

The probability is that a new born child 
will live to the age of thirtyfour years and 
fix months. 

The proportion of the deaths of women to 
thofe of the men is 10@ to 108 ; the probable 
duration of a woman’s life is fixty years. 

Married women live longer than unmarried. 

By obfervations made during 50 years, it 
has been found that the greateft number of 
deaths has been in March, and next to that,. 
are Auguit and September, in November, De- 
cember and February there are the feweft. 

Of 1000 deaths, 249 take place in the wine 
ter, 289 in the fpring, 225 in the fummer, 

and 237 in autumn. -- ° 

The half that are born, die before they 
reach the age of feventeen. 

The firft month, and efpecially the firft 
day after birth, are marked by the greateft 
number of deaths 5 2735 infants. who die 
young, 1192 die onthe firft day, and the re- 
mainder during the firft month. 

‘The married women are to all the females: 
of a country as oneto three and the married 
men toall the males as three to five. | 
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The number of twins is to that of the 
whole number of fing!e births as one to fixe 
ty five. 

The number of marriages is to that of the | 
inhabitants of a country as 175 to 1000. 

In country places there is on an average 4 
children bore of each marriage 3 in Cities it 
cannot be reconed above three and a half. 

‘The number of widows rothat of widowers 
is as three to four, but that of widows who 
re-marry to that of widowers as 4to §. 

The number of widows is to that of the 
whole inhabitants as one to-fiftyone, that of 
widowers as one to fifteen, _ 

One fourth of the inhabitants of a country 
live commonly in cities, and three fourths in 
villages. 

Of one thoufand living men ought yearly 


to be allowed tweutyeight deaths.
